A damaging amendment placing 
a further restriction on the right 
of St. Louis to levy an earnings 
tax was adopted by the House 
today as it opened debate on the | 
city’s revised earnings tax re-| 
newal bill. 

By a vote of 71 to 66, the 
House approved an amendment 
offered by State Representative 
Robert W. Copeland (Rep.), Web- 
ster Groves, which would permit 
St. Louis to reinstate the levy 
until March 30, 1955, and would 
require approval of city voters 
to extend the tax for a limited 
period of only two additional 
years, 

The Copeland proposal was 
offered as a substitute’ for a 


House committee amendment, 
which would have also continued 
the tax for just one year, but

Provision on Referendum, 

The Copeland ~ amendment 
also left in the bill a Senate- 
approved referendum provision, 
which’ the House committee 
amendment would have strick- 
en. This provides that a refer- 
endum may be called on the 
earnings tax ordinance if peti- 
tions are signed by 15 per cent 
of the city’s voters. 

As the bill now stands, it sets 
up two separate referendum 
provisions. One makes it man- 
datory for the city to submit 
the question to a vote of the 
people, and the other permits 
another referendum to be called 
later if the necessary signatures 
could be obtained. 

Setback for Tax Balkers. 


House approval of the Cope- 
land amendment was a setback 
for supporters of the tax, who 
had hoped the House would give 
the city authority to renew the 
tax without such restrictions. 

The city’s position was not all 
dark, however, because the 
House later defeated a crippling 
amendment which would have 
exempted non-resident individ- 
vals and firms who work or con- 
duct their ton ye ge in St. Louis 
from payment of the levy. 

This proposal, ~— by Rep- 
resentative Carl , Webber 
(Rep.), Franklin county, was re- 
jected by a vote of 50 to 75. 


This amendment would have | tod 


cost the city about $2,500,000 a 
year, and have raised serious 
doubts as to the constitutional® 
ity of the measure. A similar 
amendment was defeated by the 
Senate several weeks ago, be- 
fore the earnings tax renewal 
measure was passed there.

Suspended Officer in 
Greenlease Ransom 
Case Has Until April 
15 to File.

Mark M. Hennelly, St. Louis 
attorney representing Dolan, 
said the first move would be to 
file a motion for a new trial be- 
fore the April 15 deadline fixed 
by Judge Albert A. Ridge. 

Sentencing of Dolan, who 
faces a maximum penalty of five 
years in prison and a $2000 fine, 
was withheld pending filing of 
the motion. In the meantime, 
Dolan remains at liberty on his 
$7500 bond. 

Hennelly told the Post-Dis- 
patch he would contend that tes- 
timony by a Government wit- 
ness proved “‘most damaging” to 
the defendant evén though the 
court later ordered statements 
by the witness stricken from the 
record and told the jury to dis- 
regard them. 

Reference ot FBI Agent. 


Hennelly’s reference was to 
testimony by Frank Staab, Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agent, who said Dolan once told 
him he wanted to change his 
testimony before a federal grand 
jury investigating disappearance 
of $303,720 of the $600,000 
Greenlease ransom. 

The testimony, which ‘related 
to the handling of two suitcases 
containing the ransom, was the 
basis of the perjury charge 
against Dolan. 

Hennelly also said he will 
seek-a new trial on the ground 
the Government did not estab- 
lish a proper foundation for in- 
troducing the two suitcases into 
evidence. 

The perjury trial of Police Lt. 
Louis Shoulders, who took Do- 
lan with him on the arrest of 
the Greenlease kidnapers in St. 
Louis Oct. 6, is scheduled to 
start just three days before the 
deadline for filing a motion for 
a new trial in the Dolan case. 


May Seek Continuance. 


However, Henry G. Morris, 
attorney for Shoulders, said to- 
day he was considering seeking 
a continuance on the ground a 
jury trying his client might be 
influenced by yesterday’s ver- 
dict. 

The 26-year-old Dolan, neatly 
dressed in the tan suit and dark 
brown bow tie he wore through- 
out the three-day trial, heard 
the jury’s decision without show 
of emotion, although Hennelly 
bowed his head; 

The jury, which received the 
Government’s case at 12:05 p.m., 
and went to lunch 40 minutes 
later, took six ballots.

The press was given a preview 
of the film yesterday. Because 
the pictures were taken from a 
greater distance than those 
which have been shown of earlier 
atomic explosions, they are not 
actually so overwhelming as 
color pictures of previous atomic 
explosions. 


There is the familiar half ball 
of fire developing on the ground 
and bouncing up into the at- 
mosphere where it becomes an 
entire ball of writhing flames of 
white, purple, red and orchid 
fires. Whereas the fireballs cre- 
ated by atomic fission explosions 
were. from one-quarter to one- 
half mile in diameter, the fire- 
ball of the thermonuclear blast 
attained a diameter of three and 
one-quarter miles. 


The picture included an im- 
position of the fireball on a 
drawn outline of Manhattan’s.

Radioactive Snowfall Reported _ 


In Montana-Wyoming Area 


BILLINGS, Mont., April 1 
(AP)—Radioactive snow has 
fallen in an area between here 
and Sheridan, Wyo., to the 
south, a local consulting geol- 
ogist reported yesterday.

He added that 
Senator McCarthy’s administra- 
tive assistant had been notified 
that Sears had been picked to 
serve this morning.

Evacuation Only Answer. 

The only answer for New 
York is evacuation—before the 
bomb hits. 

“It all hinges on whether we 
get sufficient warning,” said 
O’Brien, a former police in- 
spector. A successful enemy 
“sneak” attack, with only min- 
utes or hours of warning, would 
force New Yorkers to take their 
chances in basement corridors 
or other. doubtful “shelters.” 

The civil defense office urged 
people “not to be scared out 
of their wits entirely ... into 
a state of thinking that it is 
uSeless to do anything about it.” 

But if New York is fore- 
warned, its citizens would liter- 
ally head for the hills. Such a 
migration has fantastic implica- 
tions. 

If all the automobiles and 
trucks in New York were to at- 
tempt to cross from Manhattan 
to New Jersey and the west by 
way of the two tunnels and one 
bridge which offer the only 
route, it would take seven and a 
half days. In the face of such 
a monumental traffic jam, the 
best bet might be to walk. 

Three Days to Evacuate.

As for installment buying— 
and this applies only to jewelry, 
furs and luggage—payments due 
today or after may be lower 
than payments already made, 
depending on the terms of the 
purchase contract.

In accordance with press conference rules the 


President's answers to questions have been paraphrased. 


you can suspect, ladies and 
gentlemen, from the picture- 
taking this morning, we are try- 
ing a little bit of an innovation. 

There has been some slight 
interest shown in the tests re- 
cently conducted in the Pacific, 
and for this reason he had 
brought along with him the ex- 
pert in that field, and after he 
(the President) had taken a cer- 
tain share of the press confer- 
ence time, he was going to turn 
the rest of it over to him 
(Strauss) and, of course, this will 
also give the President a unique 
privilege of seeing someone else 
in this particular spot. 

(Laughter.) 

One of the things that the 
President wanted to talk about 
was the excise taxes. Now, the 
excise taxes, of course, have re- 
duced revenues a very consider- 
able amount more than he rec- 
ommended. Nevertheless. from 
the beginning, it was acknowl- 
edged that here was a field that 
was open to discussion. There 
is one school of thought that be- 
lieves that cutting of excise taxes 
can have such a great effect in 
stimulating of business that the 
revenues will not be hurt as 
much as has been estimated. 

Hoping for Best. 

In any event, the bill, as it 
does, continuing certain needed 
excise taxes on beyond April 1, 
is going to be signed—the did 
sign it later)\—and certainly, he 
accepted it wholeheartedly, hope- 
ful that the results, any damag- 
ing results, will not be as great 
as might be. 

He wanted to call attention to 
this one fact: On figures fur- 
nished him by the Treasury, this 
will be the greatest single tax 
reduction in dollars ever accom- 
plished by the American Gov- 
ernment, $7,400,000,000 taken off 
the—reduced in one year in 
taxes. This includes, of course, 
the reduction in income taxes of

Now, there has been a lot of 
different kinds of thinking on 
public housing, and he thought 
most of you were aware of the 
general provisions of the plan 
that he submitted to the Con- 
gress some couple of months 
ago, and he was informed that 
Mr. Wolcott’s committee was 
bringing out that program large- 
ly in the same form as pre- 
sented. 


Delighted Over Housing. 


Now, in the public housing 
factor, there has been a very 
considerable struggle, but he was 
delighted that yesterday (Tues- 
day) the leadership succeeded in 
getting the necessary appropria- 
tions, so that approximately 35,- 
000 public housing units can be 
constructed this year, and the 
authorization will certainly be 
accorded to go for a like amount 
or something of that order next 
year in the authorization com- 
mittee.

He said what we are trying to 
do is to make our friends strong

Among those who expressed 
strong doubts about the project 
were Dr. J. Robert Oppenheim- 
er, Dr. Robert Bacher and Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, to name only 
three of the many distinguished 
scientists who shared _ such 
doubts. 


These doubts may have been 
motivated in part by an emotion- 
al and moral reaction. But the 
main arguments against the 
super-bomb project were tech- 
nical and scientific. A hydrogen 
bomb, it was believed, would be 
“tritium-limited”-——it could de- 
rive its power only from a man- 
made element called tritium, 
which is immensely difficult and 
immensely expensive to make. 
Making tritium, moreover, re- 
quires the same plant and equip- 
ment as making fissionable ma- 
terial for atomic bombs. 

The scientists calculated that 
the actual return on investment, 
in terms of destruction of enemy 
targets, would be far greater if 
the United States forgot about 
hydrogen bombs and concen- 
trated on atomic bombs alone. 
The scientists were wrong. The 
technical reasons why they were 
wrong do not matter to the 
layman. : 


No Theoretical Limit. 


is the authority for the, state- 
ment that the scientists were 
“surprised and astonished” by 


the results of this first test. 
What surprised and astonished 
them was that the bomb devel- 
oped a power of upwards of 14 
megatons, almost twice the 
power they had estimated, 


Plane Flipped Over. 

This miscalculation, which was 
wholly understandable in view 
of the incredible complexity of 
making such estimates, was al- 
most fatal to the American crew 
of a B-36 heavy bomber. The 
bomber was flying some 18 miles 
from ground zero, the point 
where the bomb was exploded. 
This was entirely according to 
plan — according to prior calcu- 
lations, the plane should have 
been safe at this distance from 
ground zero. But the shock wave 
from the explosion was so much 
greater than antieipated that the 
plane was actually turned over 
on its back in mid-air. The dazed 
crew was barely able to right the 
plane and avoid a crash.

The hydrogen rblast which blew an island 
to bits, which drove a crater deep into the floor 
of the ocean, could kill miliions of men, women 
and children tomorrow. 

There is no certain protection for anyone. 

There is no security in leading the race to 
make the most bombs. 

If Soviet Russia has the bomb and could de- 
stroy all New York with one drop, there is no 
comfort in knowing that two bombs could 
destroy Moscow and Leningrad. 

If we‘are to accept the implications of the 
presidential announcement, then can there be 
any solution other than international control of 
this awesome weapon, guazanteed by foolproof 
enforcement? 

In his most hopeful message as President, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, last December at the 
U.N., called on the world’s atomic powers to 
reverse the “fearful trend” by setting up an 
international atomic energy agency to develop 
the peaceful potential of the atom. 

Our offer to join in developing the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy and to lessen its destruc- 
tive potential stands as evidence of American 
good will and good intentions. Pending inter- 
national action and safeguarded control, the 
United States has no alternative but further to 
arm itself. 

Yet we know this week, if we have never 
known before, that the answer iS not in a bomb 
race. 

Just before the French revolution warning 
words appeared on the walls of Paris: “It is later 
than you think.” 

How much later it may be now no one can 


possibly know. 
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Strange Kind of Thanks 

The St. Louis earnings tax legislation is now in 
a perilous state at Jefferson City. As reported 
by the House, the extension bill would limit 
the continuation of the tax to one year, ending 
April 1, 1955, unless it is approved by the people 
of St. Louis in a referendum vote at the gen- 
eral election, next November, 

This limitation is even worse than that at- 
tached in the State Senate which would restrict 
continuation to three years. The one saving 
grace in the House plan is that if it becomes 
the law at the current special session, the people 
of St. Louis would be empowered to make this 
source of revenue a permanent one by voting the 
authority to their aldermen. 

But why should there be a referendum? The 
aldermen are not going to vote for a tax that 
is not needed. When St. Louis does not need 
earnings tax revenue, no alderman is going to 
vote for the tax’s continuation. Surely the leg- 
islators from outside St. Louis can recognize 
the truth of that! 

How, we wonder, would the outstate House 
members like it if the Representatives from 
Missouri’s cities took the shortsighted view that 
drouth relief was no comcern of the city mem- 
bers? How would rural members like it if the 
city members voted against the appropriations 
to help the Missouri farmers through the still 
continuing emergency? 

The country-controlled House can and should 
show its appreciation of the felp that has come 
from the city members. The one best way to 
do it now is to pass a St. Louis earnings tax 
bill at least as good as the one voted in the 
Senate. In fairness, can the House do less? 
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Girders Against the Sky

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Weak Curb on McCarthy Tactics 

Senator McCarthy’s one-man performances 
would become impossible with the adoption of 
the rules drafted by the Senate Republican 
Policy Commiittee under the chairmanship of 
Senator Homer Ferguson of Michigan. Other- 
wisé, however, these rules do not go as far as 
other congressional proposals to insure fair play. 
And they are only recommendations to be ac- 
cepted or rejected by committee chairmen. Two 
Democratic Senators, Douglas and Humphrey, al- 
ready have criticized them. 

Chief feature of the Ferguson “code”-is a 
ban against the starting of investigations or the 
conducting of hearings without the approval and 
attendance of a majority of a committee or sub- 
committee’s members. Witnesses would have the 
benefit of counsel while testifying. Publication 
of testimony at a stcret hearing without major- 
ity approval would be forbidden.. 

All of these suggestions are commendable, of 
course, because they tend to check the ex- 
ploitation of congressional authority for per- 
sonal or partisan purposes and at the expense 
of an individual's rights and reputation. They 
fail, however, to include some of the basic pro- 
tections of Anglo-Saxon law. 


But hearings such as those conducted by. 


Senator McCarthy—to the critical displeasure of 
President Eisenhower—are more often in the 
nature of supra-judicial inquisitions. They imply 
conviction and they can result in economic pun- 
ishment—such as blighting a career—more severe 
than might be imposed by a judge. For this 
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reason, men like Senators Douglas of Illinois, 
Lehman of New. York, Morse of Oregon, and 
Representative Keating of New York are justi- 
fied in urging that committee procedures be 
brought closer to the rules of fair play which 
prevail in American courts. They do not desire 
to curtail the latitude of a congressional search 
for facts, but they do want to make sure that 


innocent men are not burned at a political stake. 
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A Question for ‘the Aldermen 


The Board of Aldermen has not heard the 
last of its attack on the master traffic plan. 

As the Chamber of Commerce of Metropoli- 
tan St, Louis says, the new parking ordinance is 
“a mistake and a disservice to the forward move- 
ment of St. Louis.” 

The Chamber promises to keep a close eye 
on the workings of the new ordinance. Motor- 
ists and the public will do the same. But right 
now is the time for the aldermen to consider 
the nature of their mistake and disservice. 

Their new law is a mistake because it threat- 
ens to increase traffic congestion on one-way 
downtown streets, and especially on the narrow 
Olive and Pine street transit routes. Curb park- 
ing was not permitted on Olive and Pine even 
before the traffic plan was adopted. 

Their law is a mistake because it was passed 
without real evidence that more curb parking 
was needed. Instead, it was passed against the 
advice of the Chamber of Commerce, the Asso- 
ciated Retailers of St. Louis, the Downtown Im- 


provement Association and the Association of . 


Team and Truck Owners. 

This law is a mistake because it is an unneces- 
sary blow to civic progress and a city admin- 
istration which worked for progress. Democrats 
in the Board of Aldermen voted 16 to 4 against 
Mayor Tucker and their own administration. 

The board voted 21 to 7 to override the 
Mayor’s veto of the parking bill. Since the pub- 
lic has questions to ask of 21 aldermen, here 
is how the board went on record:

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The President Goes Along 


Whether in the spirit of co-operating with the 
inevitable, or in observance of the old political 
principle that tax cuts if unavoidable might as 
well be embraced, President Eisenhower has 
graciously accepted the congressional cut of 
$999,000,000 in excise taxes. 

He says it will be a stimulating factor in the 
American economy. And while the loss of rev- 
enue is something he had hoped to avoid, he 
recognizes that the issue is open to discussion. 

This represents a rather sharp change in atti- 
tude within a rather short time. The President 
firmly expressed himself as opposed to any cuts 
in excise ‘taxes in his State of the Union mes- 
sage Jan. 7, and he renewed that expression in 
his budget message Jan. 21. 

On March 3 he gave full support to a Iast- 
minute statement by Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey warning the House Ways and Means 
Committee against its plan to cut the excises. 
After the committee had approved the reduc- 
tion over his opposition, the Président ‘was 
quoted by Speaker Martin March 8 as stating 
that the excise taxes had been cut too deeply. 

If the White House attitude on excise taxes 
can change so markedly in little more than 
three weeks, so may its attitude on increasing 
personal income tax exemptions. Just now, the 
President is strongly opposed to such a tax 
cut, but by the time the Senate takes up the 
question some six weeks from now the outlook 
may be different. :

Just as we were feeling rather good about 
the new lamp-post signs which indicate all the 
busses which may be boarded at a given corner, 
we heard about a show of street signs at New 
York’s Museum of Modern Art. Now we are less 
eager to pass out congratulations. 

St. Louis street corners, we must admit, lack 
anything as decorative as those of a new Detroit 
shopping center. It has graceful red-and-white 
affairs (elongated barber poles) surmounted bya 
stylized golden sunburst and carrying a simple, 
handsomely lettered arrow inscribed with a 
street name. They really look much better than 
this description may sound. So do the handsome 
London Transport bus-stop signs. Also a collec- 
tion of European traffic signs which seem to 
do their job while adding a touch of grace tothe 
scene, instead of detracting from it. 

We do not feel too bad, however, because the 
Museum has chosen a Fifth Avenue post as an 
example of how horrible these things can be. 
The New York post carries six different signs 
with 12 different messages. These are done in 
10 styles and 21 sizes of iettering. They represent 
five different techniques which are supposed to 
attract attention. For good measure, there is 
more conflicting lettering on a mail box and on 
a refuse container at the foot of the post. Could 
there be something more confusing, more ugly 
on the world’s “smartest” street? | . 

But instead of succumbing to smugness, au- 
thorities in these parts—especially in the new 
subdivisions—might give a thought to how hand- 
some and efficient they might make their signs. 
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A New Look for Human Survival 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


A few items of news, coming closely 
behind one another and all related to 
the problem of human survival or de- 
struction, are worthy of review: 

1. A gas known as GB which can 
cause death in 30 seconds, and which, 
given the right weather conditions, 
could kill all in a city of considerable 
size, is being manufactured in quantity 
at the Rocky Mountain Arsénal near 
Denver. Soviet Russia has the formula 
for this gas, having captured it from 
Hitler’s Nazi scientists who first devel- 
oped it, 

2. Prof. Hermann Oberth, who invent- 
ed the supersonic V-2 rockets for Hitler, 
says that within a year it will be possi- 
ble to reach any point on the globe 
within 45 minutes with atom-bomb-load- 
ed rockets. 

3. The hydrogen bomb recently ex- 
ploded at Bikini proved two times as 
powerful as scientists had forecast. 
Its force, according to Representative 
James E. Van Zandt (Rep.), of Pennsyl- 
vania, member of the House-Senate 
Atomic Energy Committee, was 700 
times that of the atom bomb which 
destroyed Hiroshima. 


4. Dr. Lincoln La Paz, director of the 
University of New Mexico’s Institute of 
Meteoritics, has warned that the nation 
first establishing a station in space will 
win absolute control of the earth. 


5. Senator Wiley (Rep.), of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, has stated that Rus- 
sia has the potential power “to rack up 
a terrible toll in our country” and that 
we can take “little consolation in our 
powers of retaliation.” 


6. The FBI recently warned the Los 
Angeles Police Department to be on the 
lookout for saboteurs placing atomic 
bombs in the city. 

Any one of these items taken sepa- 
rately, or all taken together, points to 
so far-reaching a change in national de- 
fense and the conduct of war that the 
layman has difficulty in grasping its full 
scope. 

President Eisenhower did much to 
bring this change into focus when he 
said, referring to the invasion of Europe 
during World War II: “. .. you will re- 
call we landed on June 6; we got out of 
that narrow little beachhead on about 
July 25; all right. Behind that we 
built up two artificial harbors and were 
landing over. the beaches. What would 
two atomic bombs have done to the 
whole thing?” 


What indeed? Surely it must now be 
realized that we have reached the point 
where troop concentrations, great stag- 
ing areas for amassing armaments and 
men (such as Britain was before. D-Day 
in Europe) are now out of the question. 

We have likewise reached a place in 
the history of war where not only are 
civilians among the casualties but it is

questionable whether the inhabitants of 
any great city can be rendered even 
reasonably safe against atomic or ‘hydro- 
gen bomb attack. 


What is to be done? We have, 
through the United Nations, made vig- 
orous attempts to bring about an effec- 
tive ban upon the atom bomb and like 
weapons. But due to the intransigence 
of the* Soviet Russian leaders these 
have come to nothing. 


President Eisenhower has, however, 
shown, if not a way, at least the hope 
of a way out of our dilemma. He pro- 
posed to tackle the problem of nuclear 
weapons from the other end—in effect 
to examine whether an atomic pool 
might not be created, with information 
exchanged between the nations, for the 
peaceful and constructive use of the 
new energy. 


There are some signs that this effort 
may bear fruit. A concrete plan for the 
peaceful development and use of atomic 
energy has been handed to Soviet Am- 
bassador Georgi N, Zarubin by Secre- 
tary of State Dulles. The Russians, in 
return, have given the United States 
“certain proposals’ on atomic problems 
which are under study. 

These modest exchanges may well 
come to nothing. On the other hand 
they may produce a growth of confi- 
dence, necessarily slow, and with it a 
lessening of tension and the threat of 
atomic war. 

While we have no cause for smug op- 
timism, neither are we justified in 
throwing up our hands and despairing 
over the future. The hope of an atom- 
ic understanding between nations exists 
and it is worth all our efforts, despite 
the disappointments of the past, to 
nurture it.

EAST ST. LOUIS STEEL 
PLANT TO SHUT DOWN 


American Foundries to Lay 
Off 650 Employes Because 
of Lack of Orders. 


Lack of orders is forcing 
American Steel Foundries to 
close down its East St. Louis 
plant, 2039 East Broadway, until 
further notice, throwing 650 to 
700 employes out of work, a 
spokesman for the company told 
the Post-Dispatch today. 


The shutdown is scheduled 
for the week of April 12 or 19 
and it is hoped production can 
be resumed the first week of 
July if business at that time 
justifies it, Works Manager L. 
C, Farquhar said. The plant has 
been operating on an alternate 
week basis since the first of the 
year, he said. 

The employes to be laid off 
include some salaried workers, 
but consist chiefly of production 
men, he said. The plant has a 
total work force of about 750 
and manufactures undercarri- 
ages for railroad cars. 


At the Granite City plant of 
the company, production went 
on a three-day-a-week basis to- 
day after operating on a four- 
day week since March 1, Wil- 
liam Harris, assistant personnel 
supervisor, said. This will not 
result in a reduction of the 
work force of about 850 men, he 
said, Side frames for railroad 
cars are made in the Granite 
City plant.

F you want to enjoy tender 


| mer at today’s reasonable 
prices, you might be smart to 
set aside a few hours and stock 
up your freezer. The bargain 
prices of last weekend, which 
were indeed a bonanza, may not 
be repeated; but we think you 
all will agree that fryers are 
still a great bargain. And one 
which won't last forever, we 
might add. The trend probably 
will be upward from now on. 

We don’t look for any such 
immediate advance in the price 
of beef. In fact, prices may hold 
fairly steady for the next month 
or so, but we doubt if they will 
last much longer than that. So 
if you are accustomed to fine 
steaks and roasts, and want to 
be assured of enjoying them at 
present prices, it might not be 
a bad idea to put some of them 
into your freezer, too. 

So much for the future; now 
for the present. Veal is becom- 
ing more plentiful, and is of fine 
quality. The mild winter has 
resulted in better-than-average 
quality veal, and prices are 
working down to where it is a 
good buy. 

As we near the Easter season, 
prices on lamb may trend up- 
ward. However, the boneless 
rolled lamb shoulder offers an 
excellent buy—you are paying 
for nothing but meat, and it is 
easily sliced. 

If you want a small ham for 
Easter you might place your 
order now; we are warned that 
there may be some shortages of 
the smaller sizes. 

. = * 
Cc TRANGELY enough, you 
‘ probably will find your best 
_ buys in oranges in the larger 
sizes this week. The shipments 
from California are not heavy 


low, but relatively speaking the 
larger oranges are the better 
values. You can find some real 
bargains in the larger Florida 
fruit, 

We could use all of the 
superlatives in the book to 
describe the grapefruit now on 
the market. It is of superb 
quality, and the price puts it 
within the reach of everyone. 
No change in lemons, either as 
to supply or price. 

Grapes and pears are still 
around and you can find canta- 
leupes—of questionable quality 
at prohibitive prices. Such South 
American items as wae by 
plums and peaches are aVailable, 
as are limes and avocados. 

Strawberries from Louisiana 
are improving in quality and 
prices are working down just a 
little. Several carloads of pine- 
apples have arrived, but they 
were nothing to brag ahput. 

There are some real bargains 
fin the small sizes of Winesap 
and Delicious apples. These little 
ones are just right for children | 
to eat out-of-hand, and will, 
make some very economical ap- | 
ple sauce or apple pies. 

For a real spring treat, don’t

position in the “good buys” 
category we nominate eggplant, 
peppers and broccoli. You are 
assured of getting excellent re- 
turns on your money if you in- 
vest in any of these three vege- 
tables. 

Also in the scme category, 
but not in such top position, we 
find string beans, cabbage, cel- 
ery and those good old staples— 
potatoes and onions. Mushrooms 
continue to be a good item to 
check on your list. 

There are plenty of beets at 
reasonable prices, and. although 
bunch carrots may cost a little 
more the bulk and cello-wrapped 
are still reasonable. 

Bad weather in California 
temporarily slowed down ship- 
ments of asparagus, but it is 
available and will be increas- 
ingly plentiful. Incidentally, we 
have more fresh peas from Cali- 
fornia. 

Corn is in good supply, as are 
mushrooms. White scallop squash 
from down south is drastically 
lower; acorn and zucchini a 
little higher. There is enough 
endive, escarole and romaine to 
supply all demands, and al- 
though leaf lettuce has been a 
little high it promises to mod- 
erate. 

Iceberg took one of its un- 
predictable jumps over last 
weekend, but now shows signs 
of working down close to previ- 
ous prices. 

Cucumbers are still excessivel 
ly high and the quality is poor. 
However, the arrival of some 
from Cliba may eventually help 
matters. 

Cauliflower is another item 
which is on the uppish side.

BY MRS, HOBBY 


She Proposes Almost 
Universal Coverage in 


House Committee Ap-'

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP) 
~—Secretary of Welfare Hobby 
told Congress today President 
Eisenhower’s proposal to in- 
crease social security benefits, 
taxés and coverage means a bet- 
ter life for all citizens—now and 
for generations to come. 


Noting that the population 
above 65 years of age is ex- 
pected to double in the next half 
century, Mrs. Hobby urged 
prompt action to ._provide more 
protection for more people, to 
increase “the individual’s sense 
of personal dignity and worth in 
a free society.” 


Specifically, she told the 
House Ways and Méans commit- 
tee, social security should be 
expanded to almost universal 
coverage of the working force 
to prevent poverty among 
widows, orphans and the aged. 


“So long as the system does 
not cover substantially all of our 
working population, there will 
continue to be many people who 
may have no source of income 
when they retire, and children 
whose mothers will not be able 
to care for them adequately if 
the father dies,” she said. 

Mrs. Hobby was the lead-off 
witness as the committee opened 
weeks of hearings on the Presi- 
dent’s program. 

She stressed first the Presi- 
dent’s plea to extend coverage 
to about 10,500,000 doctors, law- | 
yers and other professional peo- 

le, farm operators and farm 
aborers, domestic workers, and | 
state and local Government em- 
ployes who are excluded now.

NLRB ORDERS NEW 


IN NEW YORK CITY 


Rules One of Two Em- 
battled Unions Off 
Ballot Unless It Ends 
Strike. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP) 
~The Government today or- 
dered a new bargaining rights 
election between embattled rival 
New York longshoremen’s —un- 
ions. It ruled one of them off 


the ballot unless that union ends 
a present pier strike “forthwith.” 

The order was issued by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
It directed that a date for new 
balloting be fixed within 30 days. 
Board officials said this meant 
the new election may be held at 
any time within the next six 
weeks or so. 

At the same time the NLRB 
directed its regional office in 
New York to make arrangements 
within the next five days with 
New York state and municipal 
authorities “to assure reasonably 
adequate conditions for the hold- 
ing of a new election.” 

Today’s NLRB order set aside 
a prior election held just before 
Christmas. That election appar- 
ently was won by the AFL- 
ousted International Longshore- 
men’s .Association. An NLRB 
trial examiner had recommended 
cancelling the prior election and 
holding a new poll among dock 
workers because of election vio- 
lence attributed to the ILA. 

A new AFL longshoremen’s 
union, set up by the AFL, has 
been engaged in a_ six-month 
fight with the old ILA for dock- 
worker bargaining rights. The 
AFL ousted the JLA and formed 
the new union after accusing the 
old group of harboring rack- 
eteers and hoodlums, 

The old ILA is the union on 
strike, and under orders to stop 
the strike if it is to be on the 
ballot in the new election.

SOUTH KOREAN ASSEMBLY 
VOTES $600,000,000 BUDGET 


SEOUL, April 1 (AP)—The 
South Korean National Assem- 
bly yesterday passed a $600,- 
000,000 budget for a 15-month 
fiscal period. The budget allo- 
cates about $437,000,000 for de- 
fense. 

The new budget is 22 per cent 
greater than last year’s but 
means spending about the same 
level because it covers 15 
months instead of the usual 12. 
Hereafter the Korean fiscal year 
will begin July 1 instead of 
April 1. 


The thunder-clap produced by

When a plane flies faster than 
the speed of sound, shock waves 
are created just as a motor 
boat creates surface waves. The 
waves travel in a straight line 
and continue toward the earth 
after the plane pulls out of the 
dive. The noise results when 


they strike the ground. Test pi- 
lots are under strict orders to 
make all necessary test dives at 
extremely high altitudes and to 
“aim” them at sparsely inhabit- 
ed areas, the company said.

The New Films

HE RICHMOND THEATER at Big Bend and Clayton 
roads inaugurated an “art” picture policy last night 
with the English production of “MELBA,” the life of 
the great Australian diva, Nellie Melba, starring coloratura 
“ fiy* soprano Patrice Munsel in the title role. 
» “Melba”, has been sumptuously and 
tastefully made, but as far as the bio- 
graphical side goes; it is the same old 
stuff about the artist with an aching heart, 
forced to choose between husband and 
career — and one guess as to which she 
chose. But vocally, it is a delightful feast. 
There are about 25 musical numbers, including excerpts 
from probably nearly every opera Melba sang — including 
the “Caro Nome” from “Rigoletto,” the Mad Scene from 
“Lucia di Lammermoor,” the “Una Voce Poca Fa” from 
“The Barber of Seville,” the waltz song from “Romeo and 
Juliet,” the “Voi Che Sapete” from “The Marriage of 
Figaro,” the “Vissi D’arte” from “Tosca,” the drinking 
song from “La Traviata,” and the “O Soave Fanciulla” duet 
from “La Boheme.” Al} are delivered brilliantly by Miss 
Munsel, and the singer also shows an appealing personality 
and is a pretty good actress; although in one respect, her 
role can’t be too accurate as she is a lot slimmer than 
Dame Nellie was. 

The dramatic side is no more convincing than that 
in the recent movie about Grace Moore’s life. Some day 
a movie producer will dare to show a famous singer-in less 
than highly romanticized colors, and as temperamental and 
self-centered as most of them seem to be, but it’s probably 
a long way off. 

Factually, the film deviates a bit. Melba actually 
married Charles Armstrong five years before her debut 
in Brussels in 1887, and not afterwards as shown here. 
She was made a Dame in 1922 for war work, and did not 
receive the honor from Queen Victoria as insinuated here. 
The birth of her soh is not mentioned. She was divorced

When you're ready to eat, put 
a round of toasted French bread 
sprinkled with Parmesan in each 
bowl, and ladle the soup right 
onto it.

NE of the best of the old- 

time soups is lentil soup. 

If you’ve been disappointed 
with this soup, try it this way: 
Cover half a pounds of lentils 
with plently of cold water and 
let soak overnight. Drain them 
and add eight cups of water and 
cook them slowly for a couple 
of hours. Chop four slices of 
bacon fine and fry until crisp. 
Add to the bacon as it fries a 
half a cup of finely- chopped 
celery, a fourth of a cup of fine- 
ly chopped onion and two table- 
spoons of flour. Cook several 
minutes more and add it to the 
lentils, Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Add half a ¢up of 
tomato paste and cook another 
half hour.

TO “FIRE INTO THE WRONG 
FLOCK”—an Americanism. 
HE correspondent inquiring 
T about the saying, “to fire 
into the wrong flock” refers 
to it as obviously a hunter's ex- 
pression, but it is interesting 
that from its very first appear- 
ance in black and white the 
phrase enjoys rhetorical use. 
Over 100 years ago it was de- 
fined as “a metaphorical ex- 
pression used in the West, de- 
noting that one had mistaken 
his object, as when a sportsman 
fires at a different flock from 
what he intended.” A decade 
later, that is in 1858, the words 
appeared in The New York Her- 
ald in this figurative sense. 
This is an Americanism; its 
first appearance on the record 
goes back to 1835, and a most 
interesting political context.

Tour to the North and Down

On Insect Screening. 


NE of these fine days you'll 

be bothered by a small in- 

sect flying around your head. 
From this moment it’s just a 
matter of time before you'll te 
bothered by many insects and 
this brings us around to the sub- 
ject of insect screening. 

In this day and age no one 
ean afford to live in a house 
without proper screening. If you 
are as broke as we usually are 
you don’t have to get into any- 
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thing. very expensive. Iron 
‘screening fastened to wood 
frames will do a good job and if 
you keep the screening painted 
it should last a good many sea- 
sons. 


If you want something that 
will last a little longer, use cop- 
per, aluminum or plastic screen- 
ing. Iron screening keeps out 
the bugs just as well as these 
more expensive materials but it 
does not last as long and re- 
quires more in the. way of 
maintenance. 


If you use copper screening, 
give it a coat of paint or varnish. 
This will prevent water running 
off the screening and staining 
the house siding and trim. 


When people screen ‘their 
homes they usually get all the 
windows but they forget some 
of the other openfhgs that in- 
sects can fly through. A fine 
example of this is the attic 
— which needs screening 
j as much as the windows. 


Basement windows are often 
neglected and so are the vents 
installed under the roof eaves 
in many modern homes. 

Screen doors should always be 
equipped with some sort of de- 
vice that insures positive closing. 
If are just left alone you 
may find they fail to shut tight 
and the large crack between 
door and frame offers a fine 
place for bugs to slip through.

East had no difficulty in 
reading just what was in South’s 
mind.

CONCERTO: The unending search for novelties being con- 
ducted’ by the record companies has resulted in a temporary 
resurrection of Maurice Moszkowski’s Concerto for Piano and Or- 
chestra in E Major. The performance—a good @ne—is by the 
Netherlands Philharmonic Orchestra under Walter Goehr with 
Hannes Kann as solo pianist. (Concert Hall Society, one 12-inth | | 
LP.) Several pleasant tunes are enclosed in a setting that was 
coventional and derivative back in 1891 when it was composed. 

More pungent novelties are the DeBussy Rhapsody for Sax- 
ophone and Ibert's Concertino da Camera for the same combina- 
tion which are played with impressive virtuosity by Marcel Mule. 
The Paris Philharmonic Orchestra under Mayrice Rosenthal sup- 
plies the accompaniments. The DeBussy Rhapsody was commis- 
sioned by a Boston woman who was herself a performer on what 
DeBussy described as “that aquatic instrument.” Evidently he 
put it off as long as he could but finally, after several years, 
came through with a faintly Spanish-style piecé that was pleasant 
though not particularly striking. The Ibert concertino is more

It is appropriate therefore that the RCA-Vicor Memor!l- 
al Volume should be a vindication of his capacity to identify 
himself with Bach. The Bach Partita in D, with the gigue omitted, 
is notable for its ease, its good sound and its clear organization. 
The recording also offers fluent performances of eight. Schubert 
‘ Laendler, the Schubert Impromptu with dashing treatments of 
the Mephisto Waltz by Liszt and the Liszt Hungarian Rhapsody 
No. 11. Kapell was killed in an airplane accident last October. 
Tributes to Kapell written by Virgil Thomson and Claudia Cas- 
sidy take the place of the usual program notes on the cover.
